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5. (Unclassified - JGO) In response to his request delivered to 
Mr. Ivan Breaker, in the office of Senator Howard Cannon (D. , Nev. ), a 
professional brochure and application form together with a copy of the 
unclassified pamphlet "The Central Intelligence Agency. " 

6. (Secret - JGO) Met with Mr. Robert Michaels, House Appropriations 
Committee staff, who advised that Chairman Mahon's schedule had not allowed 
discussion of the Agency's letter concerning withdrawal of EMMHBBHI 

from Reserves. He suggested that for future months it might be well for the 
record if a very brief letter, referring to the original and stating the amount 
of withdrawal, be forwarded to the Chairman. 

I briefed Mr. Michaels on the following items: 

a. Soviet naval visit to Cuba, 

b. Soviet space activities, 

c. SS-9 silo construction, and 

d. expected Soviet fleet transfers to the Mediterranean from 
the Black Sea. 

7. (Secret - JGO) Met with Mr. John R. Blandford, Chief Counsel, 
House Armed Services Committee, and advised that the information available 
at this time relating to the question of a possible Soviet naval base in Cuba 

is classified. Mr. Blandford thanked me for the advice and dictated a response 
for Chairman Rivers' signature to a constituent inquiry. 

I briefed Mr. Blandford and later Mr. Frank Slatinshek, of the 
Committee staff, on the following items: 

a. Soviet naval visit to Cuba, 

b. Soviet space activities, 

c. SS-9 silo construction, and 

d. expected Soviet fleet transfers to the Mediterranean from 
the Black Sea. 

8. (Secret - JGO) Met with Mr. James Wilson, House Science and 
Astronautics Committee staff, and briefed him on Soviet space activities. 
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
